Welcoming our clients to Baltimore is a time-tested 
tradition. I cant count how many times Tve done this, but 
in addition to other events, we have been the exclusive 
auctioneer for the Whitman Coin & Collectibles Expo 
since day one. Several surveys among dealers have shown 
the city to be the number one favorite. 

Highlights of the Sale 

Coins from the Estate Collection of George Gund 
III have been off the market since the 1970s and 1980s 
— ancient history when you consider that PCGS began 
certifying coins in 1986 and NGC in 1987. So much 
has happened since then. The biography of Mr. Gund, 
world traveler and philanthropist extraordinaire, is given 
separately. The story of The Strong, an institution in 
Rochester, New York, will be found in our Rarities Night 
catalog. Our relationship with The Strong dates back 
many years, and consignments from this organization 
have graced a number of our catalogs. 

If two words could be picked to describe the contents of 
this catalog, I would select varied and interesting. There is 
virtually something for every numismatic taste. As to the 


interesting part, spend some time with our Early American 
Coin Session on Eriday, offered in cooperation with The 
Colonial Coin Collectors Club. In the early 1990s in 
Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, Michael Hodder established 
The Colonial Coin Collectors Club, nicknamed C4, which 
has grown by leaps and bounds. The Whitman Expo is the 
venue for the groups annual convention. On Eriday night 
a panorama of interesting colonial and early American 
coins will cross the block. Massachusetts silver coins are 
the very quintessence of American numismatics. You 
have a nice selection here. A Mint State Rosa Americana 
twopence, a high-grade Chalmers shilling, an Immunis 
Columbia copper with Large Eagle reverse, copper coins 
of the states from 1785 to 1788, a silver 1787 Eugio 
restrike, and a seldom-seen 1792 copper pattern by Getz 
are among the pieces that await you. 

Our Early American Coin Session also features 
selections from the Colonial coin collection of William 
Gleckler, collected over a span of many years with the 
guidance of many friends. Some of the coins have not 
seen the outside of a safety deposit box in more than 
50 years. Bill was mentored by good friend Donald E.E. 
Anderson (1930-2011), who was a large cent and Colonial 
coin specialist. Selections from state coinages, Eugio cents, 
TAL cents, and a wide variety of colonial type coins, some 
from well-known collections such as those of Garrett and 
Norweb, are represented. 

Think of key date Indian cents and the 1877 comes to 
mind, such as the nice Proof we offer here. Lincoln cents, 
two-cent pieces, and three-cent pieces include coins at 
various rarity and grade levels. Silver coins from trimes 
to trade dollars also await your contemplation. Probably 
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50 percent of the 19th century Mint State coins in the 
marketplace are Morgan dollars. Begin or add to your 
collection. Scarce and rare varieties abound, as do more 
affordable issues. 

Gold coins from dollars to double eagles offer many 
opportunities. With todays world price of gold, it may be 
more advantageous to consider building a type set of the 
six major double eagle varieties than at any other time in 
recent years. 

Among technical specialties you will find a lovely 1900 
(scarcer date) Bryan dollar, an 1852 Deriberpie (maker) 
Gold Rush octagonal gold dollar, and a super-rare variety 
of an official medal for the 1893 Worlds Columbian 
Exposition, a beautiful Proof HK- 154b in silver. 

Private and territorial gold coins, patterns, and other 
series offer further opportunities.

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The Strong: National Museum of Play 
Rochester, New York 


The Strong, located in Rochester, New York, is a 
highly interactive museum devoted to the history and 
exploration of play, and houses the worlds largest and 
most comprehensive collection of historical materials 
related to play. Margaret Woodbury Strong, a prolific 
collector of everyday objects, especially dolls and toys, 
founded The Strong in 1968 under the name Margaret 
Woodbury Strong Museum of Fascination. Before she 
died in 1969, she bequeathed her considerable estate to 
help support the museum, and 13 years later it opened 
in a new 156,000-square-foot building on 13.5 acres in 
downtown Rochester, New York. Now known simply as 
The Strong, it spans more than 282,000 square feet and 
serves global audiences on-site at the museum, online, 
and through the work of its International Center for the 


History of Electronic Games, the National Toy Hall of 
Fame, the Brian Sutton-Smith Library and Archives of 
Play, the Woodbury School, and the American Journal 
of Play. 

Born in 1897, Margaret Woodbury Strong grew up an 
only child in a wealthy family of collectors. Her father, 
John Charles Woodbury (1859-1937), collected coins 
and recorded life events in scrapbooks. Her mother, 
Alice Motley Woodbury (1859-1933), collected 19th- 
century Japanese objects dart. Margarets collecting 
interests ranged so widely and her methods assumed 
such aggressive proportions that by the late 1960s, she 
had amassed more than 27,000 dolls and a seemingly 
endless number of middle-class American household 
objects spread over more than 50 categories. The vast

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majority of her collections, however, related in some way 
to play, and she earned a particular reputation for her 
outstanding collection of dolls and toys. 

The Strong s coin collection was largely accumulated by 
Margaret Strongs father, John Woodbury. Woodbury 
served as president of the Woodbury Whip Company, 
one of the nations largest buggy whip makers. He also 
associated with Rochester photographic innovator 
George Eastman and had become one of the earliest 
investors in Eastman Kodak. Einancially secure, 
Woodbury retired in 1910 with the means and 
opportunity to pursue personal interests, including 
coin collecting. As the ninth president of the Rochester 
Numismatic Association, Woodbury stood among the 
prominent collectors of his time. 


In 1989, numismatic expert Henry Grunthal appraised 
The Strongs coin collection. His evaluation supported 
the museums decision in 1990 to deaccession 4,900 
coins that Stacks auctioned later that year. Now, more 
than two decades later. The Strong continues to review 
and refine all its collections to best support its mission 
and its interpretive goals. The items in this sale represent 
the latest stage in The Strongs continuous process of 
developing an outstanding collection focused on the 
subject of play. Eunds from the sale of the museums 
numismatic materials will be dedicated to new 
acquisitions and the care and preservation of objects in 
its collection. 
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The George Gund III Collection 



George Gund III was a native of Cleveland and a longtime resident 
of San Francisco. He divided his time between San Francisco, 
New York City, and the entire world, wherever his involvement in 
art, independent film, ice hockey, and philanthropy took him. He 
acquired most of his coin collection during the 1970s and 1980s, and 
the far-reaching geography represented by his collection is indicative 
of his love for travel, as well as his respect and enthusiasm for cultures 
around the globe. 

As part of a family distinguished for wide-ranging philanthropy, Mr. 
Gund was a trustee of the George Gund Foundation, a Cleveland- 
based organization created by his father in 1952 and known for its 
support of innovative community and national programs. He was 
a co-founder of the Lee and Gund Foundation, and he served on 
the boards of the National Museum of the American Indian, George 
Gustav Heye Centre in NYC, the Musical Arts Foundation (Cleveland 
Orchestra), and the Western Folklife Center in Elko, Nevada. He was 
also a member of the Sierra Club National Advisory Board. 

In the 1970s, Mr. Gund began importing and distributing Eastern 
European films and encouraging independent film production in 
the U.S. In addition to being longtime chair of the San Erancisco 
Eilm Society, he was a founder of the Cleveland Cinematique, and a 
board member of the Cleveland Eilm Eestival. He was a trustee of the 


UC Berkeley Art Museum and Pacific Eilm Archive, a trustee of the 
Sundance Institute, and a former member of the Ohio Eilm Bureau. 
He was also a member of the Committee on Eilm of the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York. He served as a juror at the Moscow and 
Istanbul International Eilm Eestivals, as well as at other film festivals 
and institutions throughout the world. 

Mr. Gund was an avid art collector, with his collections concentrating 
on Japanese (Muromachi period) and Northwest Coast Indian Art. 
He was also a member of the Board of Trustees of the Cleveland 
Museum of Art. 


He was the former owner of the San Jose Sharks hockey team, a 
former majority owner of the Cleveland Cavaliers basketball team, 
and was involved with several other NHL teams over the past 30-i- 
years. He also served on the board of the USA Hockey Eoundation 
and was a member of the USA Hockey International Council.

Copper plug at exergue as a scavenger, as struck. A highly 
appealing example of this medal, one with designs so busy 
that George Parsons quipped, “from the variety of designs 
and inscriptions which are crowded upon the two sides of 
the medal, it seems as if the author proposed to write a poem 
in celebration of the Peace but finally concluded to publish a 
medal.” Richly reflective brilliant pewter gray surfaces, some 
mellowing in the fields. The designs were accomplished by 
Johann Christian Reich, father of the famous U.S. Mint 
engraver, and rather resemble his medal for the attack on 
Gibraltar issued the same year. The central obverse show 
the familiar handshake between America, with 13-striped 
shield and liberty pole, and Europe, surrounded by the 
shields of The Netherlands, Great Britain, Spain and France, 
the city view below representing Paris, where the treaty was 
signed. Betts does a fine job translating the legends (which 
are also included in the LaRiviere catalog. Part III). This 
medal is relatively available today in white metal, though 
choice pieces like this one are scarce. This may be the 
least expensive of all the Treaty of Paris medals despite the 
fascinating designs and the connection to John Reich.

Lightly bronzed, with reflective surfaces and light brown 
color, clearly distinctive from the heavily bronzed mahogany 
pieces often seen from these dies. Some light marks, a single 
tiny rim bruise left of 6 o’clock on the obverse. A handsome 
example overall. 



3010 1814 Brigadier General James Miller Medal. Bronze. 
65 mm. Julian Ml- 17. About Uncirculated. Another 
fine medal by Furst, with a remarkable battle scene on the 
reverse reminiscent of (and probably inspired by) Dupre’s 
reverse for the Morgan at Cowpens medal. Attractive deep 
mahogany, somewhat reflective and even in appearance. A 
touch of light friction is seen, and scattered minor marks on 
both sides. However, the reverse is particularly high quality.

Julian NA-11. Mint State. Charles Barber’s reproduction 
reverse, marked C.B. at the left end of the exergue. Beautiful 
and reflective surfaces, light orange-brown with a wealth of 
violet and gold undertones. Free of marks, perfect rims, a 
couple tiny obverse spots including one under PRAE and 
another in the lower right obverse field. This is one of the 
more challenging War of 1812 naval medals to find. It is 
typically found with heavy bronzing rather than the light, 
prooflike finish that is attractively showcased here.

Although Mint records indicate that 505 examples of this 
medal type were ordered, there were still “hundreds” of 
them remaining undistributed in the Mint as of 1891, in 
which year they were melted. In his 1869 sale, J.W. Haseltine 
noted that only 50 examples were actually issued, these 
going to stockholders of the company. At any rate, this is a 
rare and historically significant medal that is rarely offered 
for sale.

Hamilton McKown Twombley 
grew up in Boston, went to Harvard, married a Vanderbilt 
heiress, and ended up managing several of the Vanderbilt 
railroads and other companies. Florham Park in Queens is 
named for his wife (Florence) and him (Hamilton), taking 
its name from their McKim, Mead, and White-designed 
mansion in New Jersey that now hosts the administration 
offices of Farleigh Dickinson University. Their two New 
York townhouses, at 684 Fifth Avenue and 1 East 71st Street, 
are now demolished. His medal survives.

Famous Washington- Lafayette Visit Impressions 



3019 Washington / Lafayette Counterstamp on an 1824 0-103 
Capped Bust Half Dollar. Baker-198E. VF-25 (NGC). 

A medium silver-gray specimen with the appropriate 
sharpness present on both sides. Absolutely unmarked and 
choice for the grade as such. Obverse with counterstamp 
of George Washington in a round depression, reverse 
with counterstamp of the Marquis de Lafayette — this 
counterstamp is most prevalent on large cents of the era, as 
not everyone could afford to have a half dollar marked in 
this special and historic manner. 

The Marquis de Lafayette was ‘Americas Guest” in 1824 
and 1825, traveling through each of the 24 states in the 
Union at the invitation of President James Monroe, receiving 
many gifts along the way at the nearly endless celebrations 
that celebrated his “homecoming” to the country he helped 
birth. Many cities and towns had statues of the Marquis 
erected just for the occasion of his visit. Lafayette put in 
more than 6,000 miles on his journey, accompanied by 
his son, George Washington Lafayette, as they traveled by 
horseback, wagon, steamboat, and canal barge. The Marquis 
left France on July 13, 1824 aboard the American merchant 
ship Cadmus, landing at Staten Island, New York on 
August 15 of the year. On August 25 he visited with former 
president John Adams at the Adams homestead, Peacefield, 
in Quincy, Massachusetts, where he visited for several 
days. On September 11, he visited with French settlers in 
New York to celebrate the 47th Anniversary of the Battle 
of Brandywine. On the 28th of the month he gave a much- 
heralded speech at Independence Hall in Philadelphia. 
On October 17 he visited Mount Vernon and the tomb of 
his beloved friend, George Washington, and on the two 
days following, October 18 and 19, he visited Yorktown to 
celebrate the 43rd Anniversary of that all-important battle 
that put an end to British rule in America. While touring 
Yorktown he encountered and warmly embraced James 
Armistead Lafayette, a “free negro” and our country’s first 
“double agent” spy who took Lafayette’s last name as his own 
out of love and respect for his old friend; the meeting was 
reported by the Richmond Enquirer. On November 4, he 
visited with Thomas Jefferson at Monticello. On December 
8 and 9 he visited Washington, D.C., and addressed the 
House of Representatives in full session. On December 15 
he was feted at the first commencement exercise at George 
Washington University, also in Washington, D.C., and on 
New Year’s day in 1825, he attended a banquet in his honor 
thrown by Congress. In late February Lafayette began the 
southern leg of his journey on travels that took him through 
the original colonies of Virginia, North and South Carolina, 



as well as Georgia and all the other states south of what we 
would later call the “Mason-Dixon” line. On March 1, 1825, 
Lafayette traveled from Raleigh, North Carolina to nearby 
Fayetteville, named for Lafayette by the settlers in the town. 
On March 2 and 3 he was reunited with Colonel William 
Polk — they served together at the Battle of Brandywine 
where both men were wounded. On March 21 he laid the 
cornerstone for a memorial to American General Nathanael 
Greene. His travels were extensive during the next few 
months as he criss-crossed the south. On May 8 he boarded 
the steamboat Mechanic for a trip up the Ohio River; the 
ship sank on the night of the 9th. All the passengers reached 
shore safely, though many, including Lafayette, lost their 
valuables. The party was later picked up by the passing 
steamboat Paragon. On June 17 Lafayette was back in 
the Boston area, accompanied by Daniel Webster, where 
he laid the cornerstone for the Bunker Hill Monument 
in Charlestown on the 50th Anniversary of the Battle of 
Bunker/Breed’s Hill; according to newspapers of the time, 
Webster gave a “rousing” speech. On September 6, 1825, 
Lafayette returned to Washington, D.C. yet again, this time 
to meet with the new president, John Quincy Adams. He 
also addressed a joint session of congress and celebrated his 
68th birthday at a White House banquet hosted by President 
Adams. On September 7, the celebrations all came to an 
end when Lafayette left Washington for France aboard the 
recently built warship/frigate USS Brandywine, a fitting 
name for the ship that brought the Marquis back home to his 
beloved France. The ship’s name, formerly the Susquehanna, 
was changed by order of President Adams to further honor 
Lafayette who shed his blood for the American cause at 
the battle of the same name. While on board waiting to set 
sail for France, Lafayette was visited by American General 
Isaac Fletcher who conveyed Revolutionary War General 
William Barton’s greetings and his apologies for not being 
there in person; it seems Barton had been in debtors’ 
prison in Danville, Vermont for 14 years. When Lafayette 
was informed of his old friend’s situation, he paid in full 
all of Barton’s debts, allowing Barton to return home to 
his family in Rhode Island. After three weeks spent on 
mostly stormy seas, the Brandywine docked in Le Havre, 
France, and Lafayette returned home. Among the nearly 
uncountable honors bestowed upon him by our grateful 
nation was an honorary degree of Doctor of Laws from The 
College of William and Mary, and honorary citizenship of 
Maryland. He was voted the sum of $200,000 by Congress, 
and a township of land in Tallahassee, Florida known as the 
Lafayette Land Grant.

210 x 270 mm total, 180 x 240 mm for 
bronze plaque. By Victor David Brenner. Very Fine. This 
7x9 inch bronze plaque is mounted on an 8.5 x 1 1 inch slab 
of green marble and features a half length side view of the 
President in a formal suit, an image taken from an Anthony 
Berger photograph taken in February, 1864. Below the bust is 
the inscription ABRAHAM LINCOLN/ 1809- 1865. Near the 
lower right corner and extending upwards is an additional 
inscription COPYRIGHT 1907 BY V.D. BRENNER as well 
as an arrow in an oval logo and the date 1907. The face of 
the plaque has an even bronze patina with a couple very 
minor dark spots here and there. The field is finely stippled, 
as made, and there are no scratches or damage of note. The 
marble slab has a few small chips from the lower edge, as 
well as a crack — now repaired — in the lower left corner. 
The bronze component appears to have been glued to the 
marble, the studs usually protruding through the holes in 
the four corners of the marble being missing. The integral 
bronze easel stand is intact and functional.

The familiar portrait of the Lincoln cent, the longest 
running coin in US. history (1909-) had its beginning by 
pure chance. President Theodore Roosevelt was sitting for 
a medallic portrait with Lithuanian-born sculptor Brenner 
when he noticed a plaque similar to this displayed in the 
artist’s studio. Roosevelt had a goal of making US. coinage 
more artistic and mused about using Brenner’s Lincoln 
portrait on the one cent piece in 1909, the 100th anniversary 
of Lincoln’s birth. The rest, as they say is history 
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3025 1937 Franklin Delano Roosevelt Second Inaugural 
Medal. Bronze. 75.9 mm. Dusterberg-01M-9B76. About 
Uncirculated, Minor Spotting. Both sides of this medal 
feature incuse lettering as part of the design — a first for 
the Inaugural medal series.

A key rarity in the so-called dollar and U.S. Mint medal series, the only documented silver Proof, and one of perhaps just three 
known in silver of this famous issue. Typically struck in brass and aluminum, this so-called dollar variety was struck in the U.S. 
Mint display at the Columbian Exposition in Chicago. Neither edition of the Hibler-Kappen reference includes listings for silver 
specimens, but two examples have apparently sold before: a VF that surfaced twice in two different Charles Kirtley sales in the 
1980s, and a prooflike AU with several rim marks that was offered in a 1996 Paul Koppenhaver sale. This one shows glorious deeply 
reflective fields, similar to those found on Proof Morgans of the same era, with an original blend of pale gold and blue toning. The 
eye appeal is spectacular, and the details are precise. A single tiny rim nick is noted for an identifier just left of 12 o’clock on the 
obverse. The piece is otherwise of essentially Gem quality, with just a few wispy hairlines on either side. Neither PCGS nor NGC 
has certified another example of HK-154 in silver; this, of course, is also the only Proof in silver certified by either service, too. As 
an extremely rare product of the U.S. Mint, and a classic rarity in the SCD series, this specimen deserves a place in a world-class 
cabinet of so-called dollars or medals of the Columbian Exposition.

The Philippine Islands were under U.S. sovereignty from December 1898 to July 4, 1946. The first U.S. -Philippine coins were 
struck at Philadelphia and San Erancisco, but a new mint in Manila was begun during 1919 and opened during 1920. Engineer 
Clifford Hewitt was sent to Manila to supervise the construction and arranged for the striking of 2,200 silver and 3,700 bronze 
Wilson Dollars to celebrate the new mint. Products of the only overseas United States mint, both silver and bronze examples are 
scarce today. Vastly rarer are the five struck in gold. Neil Shafer (1961) stated that the president and secretary of war received gold 
examples while three remained in the islands, where they were presumed lost in battle in Manila or in the general devastation of 
World War II. Shafer and So-Called Dollars authors Hibler and Kappen reported that two gold pieces were then (1963) in private 
collections in California and Iowa.

In 1860, to 
commemorate the visit of the first Japanese ambassador and 
his staff to Philadelphia, J. Bailey & Co. struck a medal in gold, 
silver, and bronzed copper for presentation to the visitors. The 
delegation was also presented with a full Proof set of the year.

The design of the 
encasement was based — with modifications — of the 
products advertising logo. Browns Bronchial Troches 
continued to be advertised into the 20th century. 

As the only drugstore serving its immediate area in 
the southern district of Boston, Browns business success 
was almost guaranteed. Like his contemporary, James C. 
Ayer, Brown expanded his business through a canny sense 
of the value of advertising. Walk-in trade paid the bills, 
but revenues from the sale of his Bronchial Troches and 
Mrs. Winslows Soothing Syrup allowed Brown to retire 
comfortably well-off. 

The Bronchial Troches were billed as effective for sore, 
diseased, and disaffected throats. They were immensely 
popular with those who made their livings from their 
voices, and endorsements from singers, actors, and public 
speakers were made part of Browns advertising. Like Ayer, 
Brown issued a yearly almanac to promote his products. 

Mrs. Winslows Soothing Syrup was not as benign in its 
effects as Browns troches were. The syrup was advertised 
as a remedy for colicky infants, but each bottle contained a 
large dose of laudanum, an opium solution that caused the 
death of many children.

At one 
point five different sizes were available. The vanilla extract 
was said to have been inspired by a society dames desire to 
duplicate the taste of the confectioneries she had enjoyed 
during a stay in Paris.

Morning, Noon, and Night (of which 
over 6 million copies were distributed), it was explained as 
S.T. standing for Saint, 1860 for Croi, and X being itself, the 
whole meaning St. Croix, the source of the company’s rum.

Evans’ encasements are the only ones in the series that do 
not bear Gault’s notice of patent at the base of the back. They 
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are also somewhat different in fabric from the encasements 
made for Gault by Scovill Manufacturing Company. Their 
backs are concave, with wider, rounded rims. The mica 
covering the stamps within is usually concave, with a 
pushed-in appearance, suggesting a thinner cardboard 
backing than found on the Scovill products. Today, some 
specialists believe that Evans’ encasements were made in 
violation of Gault’s patent, possibly just after Gault ceased 
making encasements.

Park Place.

The Civil War was the chief impetus towards Hopkins’ 
financial success, as it was for many of Gault’s customers. 
Through his contacts in Cincinnati and Chicago Hopkins 
was awarded contracts to supply the Union Army with dry 
goods, primarily uniforms. For the duration of the war 
Hopkins’ main customers were army quartermasters. At 
one time he was actually commissioned a colonel on the 
governor of Illinois’ personal staff Hopkins’ success was 
short lived, however, because he was shortsighted. He failed 
to broaden his customer base, and when the war ended his 
business suddenly shrank.

or missing. By 1862, when the Arm commissioned their 
encasements from Gault, Lord & Taylor was a leader in 
fashions and had three business locations. The first was at 
255-261 Grand Street; a second was located slightly north, 
at 47-49 Catherine Street; while the flagship store was 
at 461-467 Broadway, then New Yorks most fashionable 
thoroughfare. Headquarters was described at the time 
as “more like an Italian palace than a place for the sale of 
broadcloth.” This building was attacked during New Yorks 
draft riots of 1863, but was successfully defended from 
the mob by the stores own clerks (the police deliberately 
avoided the riot scene, partly out of sympathy with the 
rioters).

Norris began in business before 1860, selling books, 
local newspapers, and Eastern magazines. By 1860 he 
had expanded his line to include Eastern newspapers as 
well as papers and magazines imported from Europe. His 
Northwestern Newsdealers’ Emporium, located at 102 
Madison Street, was advertised as “The oldest and most 
reliable dealer west of New York.” To a growing local trade 
Norris added a distributorship that serviced the needs of 
news agents in other Western cities and towns. In addition, 
by 1862 his emporium stocked diaries, song books, and 
stationery. To attract even more business he advertised 
a want service, which promised to find any desired item 
requested by his clientele.

Also of note 
is a shallow curved clip in the planchet at 6 o’clock, and this 
piece exhibits overall smooth dark olive -brown surfaces with 
only minor porosity along the left obverse border. Here’s an 
example of the popular Apple Cheek variety. Early federal 
coins showing planchet clips and double strikes are always 
popular and command generous bids, but pieces embodying 
both types of errors together are most unusual. It is amazing 
that such a distinctive coin wasn’t plucked from circulation 
before it had reached the Good level; perhaps it’s reflective 
of a utilitarian attitude towards money during the late 18th 
and early 19th centuries.

A bit rough in texture overall, with numerous surface digs, 
nicks and light scrapes scattered about. Still, S-38 is an 
elusive die pairing from the prolific year 1794, and beginners 
in the large cent discipline would do well to consider this 
specimen as a “filler” until a finer example comes along.

The detail sharpens considerably 
as ones eye moves toward the lower left obverse and upper 
left reverse borders, however, with the basic Liberty Cap 
design fully appreciable on both sides. 

Called the “Office Boy Reverse” owing to the crudeness 
of certain design elements and the overall appearance of that 
side — “Office Boy” as used here is completely derogatory. 
This specimen probably pushes the low end of the Condition 
Census for S-56 as listed in CQR, or Copper Quotes by 
Robinson, a handy source of knowledge and rarity for those 
who are serious about their large cent habit. The 1794 large 
cents are known in literally dozens of die combinations, 
and collectors often accept the challenge of gathering one 
of each variety. Decades ago we had the privilege of selling 
the John Adams Collection of 1794 cents, one of the greatest 
cabinets of the date ever assembled. A nice opportunity for 
an alert specialist.

All in all, however, both the technical quality and 
eye appeal of this piece are superior to that typically seen in 
1796 Liberty Cap cents that saw such extensive circulation. 
The Liberty Cap cents of 1793 to 1796 are among the most 
popular of all dates and types within the series. In 1796, 
the last year of the design type that was supplanted by the 
Draped Bust style later in the year, S-87 is one of the more 
available varieties and often winds up in type sets as a result.

Well up in the 
Condition Census for the 6.3 die variety and state, with just 
one seen a point finer, and tied with only one other at the 
Choice grade level.

This attractive design lasted only for 
a handful of months in 1837, continued as it was introduced 
at the New Orleans Mint in 1838, but changed to include 
stars on the obverse in 1838 at the Philadelphia Mint, and 
other branch mints starting in 1839 also with stars on the 
obverse. Hence this 1837 No Stars is a very short-lived type 
coin and these have been in strong demand by numismatists 
for generations.

Collecting Proof coinage was really taking off in 1858, 
so much so that by 1859 Proof mintages were carefully 
monitored and maintained from that date forward by the 
Philadelphia Mint. For 1858 and prior, most of these Proof 
issues were hit or miss, and the numbers believed struck are 
based on how many examples are known today. Here is a 
solid example for the specialist who appreciates high quality.

In point of fact, NGC notes 
in their Census that only four grading events have earned 
their Ultra Cameo designation from the original mintage of 
725 pieces for the year, which gives a specialist an idea of 
just how special any coin is that offers this highest level of 
contrast. Add to this the fact that the quality is Superb Gem 
and this is simply a phenomenal coin in every regard and 
one which any numismatist will long cherish.

A very faint lilac suggestion blankets the mostly slate- 
gray surfaces of this pleasing early dime. An area of deep 
abrasions is visible on the reverse, likely from whatever 
caused the slight planchet undulation, however, these have 
long been integrated into the overall aesthetic.

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4099 1814 JR-2. Rarity-3. Large Date. MS-64 (NGC). Subtle gold and olive tones accentuate the surfaces of this pewter-gray near-Gem. 
The devices remain bold and haloed by satiny luster throughout. This is a tough variety to find this well preserved as most seen of this 
date and mint are the JR-1 or JR-3 varieties at this grade level. Furthermore, dimes were issued in fits and starts during this period, with 
coinage of this denomination released in 1809, 1811, 1814 then skipping all the way up until 1820 when coinage continued in all but 
a few years from this point forward. Why there was such a long gap between coinage of dimes from 1815 through 1819 is not known, 
but it likely had its origins in the fire at the Philadelphia Mints rolling mills in late 1815. John Reich, the famous mint engraver, left his 
post in 1817, and there must not have been a large pressing need for more dimes at this time. However, by 1820 demand picked up and 
production came back with vigor of this denomination. This handsome coin is one of the finer examples known today and one that 
would be a worthy acquisition for any specialist.

4100 1824/2 JR-2. Rarity-5-i-. EF Details — Environmental Damage (PCGS). With uncommonly bold definition in an example of this highly 
elusive and conditionally challenging variety, this important piece is sure to be of keen interest to early dime specialists. Both sides are a 
bit rough in texture with dusky sandy-tan and steel gray patina, although the stated impairment is quite minor and not all that distracting 
to the naked eye. This particular variety has proven to be one of the scarcest of the entire Capped Bust dime series, and all examples are 
highly collectible in any grade. Furthermore, high grade examples are virtually unobtainable and this example would rank as second finest 
were it not for the rough texture of the surfaces in the detailed photographic and descriptive Census of the 1824 JR-2 dime variety by Jim 
Koenings published in 2010. 

Today, the 1824 JR-2 retains the rank of the seventh most difficult die variety to obtain in the entire Capped Bust dime series (1809 
through 1837). There are probably 35 to 40 known including this new discovery. 33 distinct examples are listed and photographed in the 
Koenings Census, about half of these grade Good-6 or lower confirming just how challenging this die pairing is to find in higher grades. 
The finest reported grades EF-45. Of the examples reported, several have damage or problems that preclude them from grading. 

Anticipated production of 1822 dimes did not materialize at the Mint as expected so there were leftover obverse dies at the end of that 
year, two obverse dies were overdated and used to strike the 1823/2 dimes, the final 1822 die was overdated to 1824/2 and used to strike 
the two varieties of 1824/2 dimes (using two different reverse dies). Although no dimes were released by the Mint in 1824, it is generally 
believed that approximately 100,000 dimes of this date were struck and these were released in 1825. 

Recognition of the JR-2 variety requires examining the reverse, as both the JR-1 and JR-2 were struck with the same obverse die. The 
key diagnostic of the reverse is the shape of the 1 in the denomination, on the more plentiful JR-1 the old style “ffat topped 1” is used, 
while on the JR-2 the 1 has a diagonal serif that has a strong slope on the top portion of the serif This diagnostic is normally present even 
on coins with considerable wear from circulation.

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4101 1827 JR-4. Rarity-2. Pointed Top 1. MS-64 (NGC). The surfaces of this beautiful JR-4 example gleam with a faint champagne luster 

across both sides. The fields flirt with a prooflike reflectivity, and nicely compliment the bold devices throughout. An exceptional example 
of this variety and a condition rarity for this date as well. Not many of the Large Size dimes from 1809 through 1827 exist at this grade 
level or finer and collectors really seek them out. Here is an outstanding example for the specialist that is currently tied with one other as 
the second finest known in the John Reich census. The eye appeal is strong for this grade level as well. One of the diagnostic features of 
this variety is a double denticle over the top left of the U of UNITED, which confirms the identity of this reverse die. The obverse has the 
diagnostic position of the seventh star, where the outer point is between two denticles, and the inner points directly to the top of Liberty s 
headband.

4102 1829 Curl Base 2. JR-10, FS-301. Rarity-5+. Good-4 (NGC). Bold definition remains on the right stars and right denticles and rims of 
both sides of this significant variety. Warm golden-slate patina dominates the surfaces while deep russet profiles the bust and right field 
of the obverse. This is a major rarity for this series and has long been listed in the Guide Book. All other obverse dies used to strike 1829 
have a 2 with a flat base, but one single die used in 1829 has a Curl Based 2. As such this is a major type issue that is needed by not only 
variety collectors, but by major type collectors as well. In this particular case, the obverse die developed a crack from Liberty’s chin down 
to her bust, and this greatly limited production as this obverse die with its unique style 2 for this year was replaced quite early in its life. 
Today perhaps 40 to 50 are known in all grades, and for some unknown reason the best seen is VF-35, with the vast majority of those 
known falling into the Good to Very Good range with the Curl Base 2. A number of examples are also found with damage and have not 
been certified in graded holders. Thus pressure on coins like this, that are wholesome and graded is rather extreme as many collectors are 
seeking an example of this rare issue. 

This variety was discovered by John McCloskey in 1973, since that time this particular issue has been a favorite of cherry pickers 
looking through dealers stocks, but precious few have turned up. For collectors seeking a high grade example, this may simply not be 
possible, as none have been found at the Extremely Fine or above grade level with the Curl Base 2 obverse.

Although this die pairing is fairly 
plentiful there certainly aren’t more than a handful that are this well preserved, with such glorious surfaces and abundant eye appeal. As 
such this example would make a solid choice for an advanced date and mint collection. Capped Bust dimes at this grade level offer both 
condition rarity as well as memorable beauty. The vast majority of the known pieces of this era are in very low grades today as these work 
horses stayed in circulation for a very long time, and just how this particular coin came down to us retaining all the mint freshness and 
quality is indeed a mystery.

Hence, demand for new coinage diminished greatly, and 
mintages generally reflect this fact.

In the end only 
three denominations were struck, quarters, half dollars 
and a paltry issue of 635 half eagles. These half dollars were 
delivered on January 10, 1816 just hours before the fire 
demolished the rolling mills in the Mint buildings used for 
making silver and gold planchets. Add to this the Tambora 
Volcano eruption in April of 1815 on the Sumbawa Island in 
Indonesia and the entire northern hemisphere was affected. 
So powerful was this volcanic eruption that an estimated 
38 cubic miles of matter were ejected during the eruption, 
in what is believed to be the largest volcanic eruption in 
recorded history. So much dust, ash, rocks and gas were 
ejected into the earths atmosphere that the summer skies 
of 1815 was filled with a “dry fog” later determined to be a 
stratospheric aerosol veil that would not disburse after rain, 
sun or any type of weather. The year 1816 became known 
as the year without a summer as the heavier ash particles 
spread through the northern hemisphere upper level 
winds. On June 4, 1816, frost was recorded in Connecticut, 
Quebec City had a foot of snow arrive that week and most 
of the crops failed in New England due to the extreme 
cold temperatures. 1816 went on to be the second coldest 
year recorded in the western hemisphere since 1400 ad. 
In modern day Europe the crop failures caused by the 
Tambora eruption brought on the worst famine of the 19th 
century. The effects began to dissipate in 1817 as the dust 
and ash slowly settled, but normal crop production would 
slowly come back in the following years. When holding this 
1815 half dollar in your hand recall the events that it has 
witnessed, the War of 1812, volcanic disasters and untold 
years in the channels of commerce before being saved and 
enjoyed, much as it is today.

No edge 
reeding. Blank dime planchet with a double-struck tab at 
the top that reveals the details of two individual strikes 
within its tiny confines. The “obverse” features two images 
of the top of Roosevelts head, and the “reverse” features two 
portions of the torch design. An intriguing look at just how 
wrong things can go at the mint. 



4333 1927 Standing Liberty Quarter— Die Adjustment Strike— 
(NGC). Light silver gray with nuances of champagne 
toning. A very scarce type of error, and quite rare on a 
Liberty Standing quarter. In fact, it is the first one we recall 
having handled. Shadowy outlines of the central figures fade 
completely away toward the rims. Considerable original 
planchet texture is easily seen. It is rather remarkable that 
this coin, so obviously part of set-up process, would get 
released into circulation. It is perhaps even more remarkable 
that it was not pulled for destruction by some banker along 
the way, which is probably a common fate of such pieces.

67 (NGC). This beautiful Superb Gem obverse die cap was 
created when the planchet was fed into the press prior to 
another struck coin being ejected. Secondly, the newly fed 
planchet was struck, and adhered to the die for several 
subsequent strikes, sharpening the obverse impression and 
softening the brockage impression on the reverse. Well 
centered with the rim of the die cap even and approximately 
3 to 4 mm in height. The reverse has a ghostly impression 
of the obverse design, incuse, that has been heavily spread 
out through the multiple subsequent strikes. Lustrous and 
satiny, with soft champagne toning. This piece is even more 
desirable for its date, the 1976 Bicentennial issue and thus a 
one-year type. We had the pleasure of selling four different 
Bicentennial quarter errors in our March 2013 sale, and all 
were well received, which we expect will also be the case 
with the present example.

Error Coins, this being an 1880-S struck 40% off center. A 
classic American error.

MS-63 (PCGS). Fully brilliant and lustrous and struck 10% 
to the north.

4366 1921-D Morgan Silver Dollar — Struck 10% Off Center — 
AU-58 (NGC). While it might take a great deal to excite 
the typical collector over a 1921 Morgan dollar, this coin is 
exactly one of those rare occurrences! Off center Morgan 
dollars are all scarce and all very desirable, and many are 
dated 1921. However, almost none are from the Denver 
Mint, which struck this issue only in 1921. In fact, it is 
believed that just two or three such coins might be known, 
according to the book 100 Greatest U.S. Error Coins, by 
Nicholas P. Brown, David J. Camire and Fred Weinberg. Off 
center Morgans make two appearances in that book, first at 
#22, for a 40% off center 1880-S, considered the finest such 
Morgan dollar error, and secondly at #23, for a widely off 
center 1921-S. There are believed to be 15 to 20 examples 
of the 1921-S known, whereas, again, the estimate for the 
1921-D offered here is just a couple of coins! Pleasing 
light silver gray with some areas of deeper toning. Minor 
handling, likely from showing it off as a curiosity (or “freak” 
as such pieces were referred to in numismatic circles when 
this was struck), but good luster remains. A great error coin 
and among the highlights of the present offering. 



4367 1977-D Eisenhower Dollar — Struck on a Half Dollar 
Planchet— AU-58-1- (PCGS). Secure Holder. A fantastic 
Eisenhower dollar error with nearly the full head on the 
planchet and enough of the date to know the vintage. Just 
the faintest trace of rub on the highest points. Lustrous and 
fully brilliant.

65 (NGC). Highly lustrous and mostly brilliant with just the 
faintest accents of toning. Struck considerably off center, but 
fortunately with the central devices complete and a full date. 
In fact, the piece could not have been struck much farther 
off and still maintained these elements. A 2000-P dated 
example is ranked as coin #77 in the book 100 Greatest U.S. 
Error Coins. The piece plated is a little farther off center, but 
in the opinion of this cataloger (JP), this piece is actually 
more desirable due to the completeness of the design being 
well balanced against the shift of the centering. Off center 
Sacagawea dollars are much rarer than Anthony dollars, 
even when compared solely to those issued in 1999. New 
coining presses used for these dollars virtually eliminated 
such errors after an initial spate of wild errors was halted. In 
2010, after nearly a decade had passed since the first issue of 
the Sacagawea dollar, it was estimated by the authors of the 
100 Greatest book that just five or six off center Sacagawea 
dollars were known. The more recent Presidential dollars are 
even rarer with such errors. In fact, collecting silver dollar 
errors of any kind presents quite the challenge, and it would 
be a really neat endeavor to try for an error of each type. 
Such a collection would require years of enjoyable hunting! 



4369 2002-D Sacagawea Dollar— Struck on a Quarter 
Planchet — MS-66 (NGC). 5.6 grams. An interesting wrong 
planchet error created when a standard planchet for quarter 
got fed between Sacagawea dollar dies, this one produced at 
the Denver Mint. Visually striking for both the quality and 
the obviously incorrect composition. Well centered on the 
slightly smaller quarter blank, with good detail and narrow 
rims complete around the circumference on each side. Fully 
brilliant with exceptional cartwheels of luster and only 
the most trivial handling. A beautiful Gem and very rare; 
another great piece for the error coin specialist. 
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4370 Undated (2007) Presidential Dollar. Thomas Jefferson- 
Struck 30% Off Center — MS-66 (NGC). An exciting and 
very rare Presidential dollar error. As far as we are aware, 
this coin is unique for the issue. It is possible to find double 
struck, triple struck and missing edge letters varieties, but 
strictly off center coins are very rare in the Presidential 
dollar series. The strike was nicely positioned, with the full 
face of Jefferson present on the obverse, and the full upper 
body, head and torch of the Status of Liberty seen on the 
reverse. Nearly full mint brilliance displays just a trace of 
pastel iridescence under close inspection. Highly lustrous, 
very attractive, and extremely rare. 



4371 1912 Indian Quarter Eagle— Struck 5% Off Center— 

AU-58 (PCGS). Struck off center at 1 o’clock, this piece is 
nonetheless sharply defined for all devices that are present 
on the planchet. Bathed in pretty olive-gold patina, with a 
satiny texture that includes much of original mint luster. 
Mint errors on gold coins are all quite rare today. Clearly 
the mints were quite careful about inspecting the newly 
struck coins before they were released into circulation. 
This particular off center error is just enough to be clearly 
noticeable and will no doubt become the centerpiece of an 
advanced error collection. Furthermore the 1912 Indian 
quarter eagles were struck in limited numbers, only 616,000 
pieces were issued for circulation for the entire year. The 
number of mint errors for this entire series may only amount 
to a dozen or so, and they are seldom offered or seen except 
when major error collections are broken up. Don’t miss out 
if you desire to own an example of a prized gold mint error.

The obverse peripheries and the totality of the reverse are 
left minimally rendered due to debris, usually grease, on the 
surfaces of the dies during the minting process. In many 
areas, the unrefined surface of the blank planchet is left 
exposed, presenting an organic glimpse into the minting 
procedures of the late 19th century. The high intrinsic 
value and large planchet size make dramatic Mint Errors 
on Double Eagles relatively scarce, contributing to the high 
desirability of this interesting example! 



4373 1926 Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle— Reverse Struck 
Through — MS-62 (NGC). Rich medium-gold hues are 
accented by faint pinkish tones throughout this lustrous 
$20 gaffe. Mostly well-impressed excepting the right reverse 
motifs that have been obscured by a congested die (as made), 
remaining unstruck and interestingly raw. Furthermore, 
large denomination gold errors remain quite uncommon, 
adding to the allure of this charming Mint State example!

4374 1987 Silver Eagle — Struck on a Sanding Disk with Retained Silver on Reverse — MS-64 (PCGS). Deep slate-gray on the 
obverse, reverse deep tan-brown with a reversed impression of the obverse die. The reverse impression exhibits traces of silver 
from the blank planchet it was forced against in the minting process, along with portions of the 3-M company’s logo. The obverse 
impression has a distinctly mattelike appearance imparted by the grit and graininess of the disc. One of only a few example of this 
error to ever come to light, and an exciting opportunity for an advanced error collector. We expect a big bidder turnout for this 
one.

Obv: Insert with a head 
facing left, wearing Phrygian cap of Liberty, the ring around 
inscribed EXPERIMENTAL / MODEL. Rev: Insert with 
an eagle perched right, the ring around inscribed R&D / 
PROJECT on the reverse, with additional Braille characters 
at left and right indicating the reverse side. An interesting 
piece produced by Schuler, the German manufacturer of 
the Schuler coining presses that are widely used in mints 
throughout the world. Though undated, this piece was 
acquired by our consignor in 1999. Schuler produces 
complex presses that are used in striking bimetallic coins. 
According to the firms website, theirs is, “a press for hole- 
piercing, joining, coining, and separating... applicable as 
coin minting press for round, non-round, and bi-metal 
coins, as a joining press, hole piercing press, and as a press to 
separate ring and core in the case of bi-metal coins taken out 
of circulation for recycling.” Research by Phillip Barnhart 
can be found on the Internet, and indicates that these 
bimetallic test pieces were struck in 1997 or 1998 by Shuler 
in their Michigan offices as demonstration pieces for the 
U.S. Mint and for exhibition at U.S. Congressional hearings. 
The test pieces had two purposes. First, to demonstrate 
the addition of Braille elements to coinage in response to 
concerns of the Alliance for the Blind, and to promote their 
own technology to produce bimetallic coins as the U.S. Mint 
was investigating ideas for a new dollar coin. It is believed 
that approximately 20 pieces were struck.

The 
importance of this denomination should not be overlooked, 
as the “dollar” is the unit of measure. Just what was a dollar 
at this time? By the Coinage Act of 1792 “the silver dollars or 
units were each to be of the value of the Spanish milled dollar 
as the same is now current, and to contain 371 1/4 grains of 
pure silver, or 416 grains of standard silver.” The alloy was 
179 parts to 1485 parts of fine silver. This rather cumbersome 
fractional value eventually became problematic, especially 
given the various sources of silver brought to the mint for 
coinage, and the varying degrees of purity contained in each 
consignment given over for coinage into these exacting 
standards. It was difficult to refine the silver bullion with 
such precision, although all care was taken to do so by Mint 
personnel. In the case of this well defined Flowing Hair silver 
dollar, the edge lettering around the rim of the coin makes 
the bold statement “HUNDRED CENTS ONE DOLLAR 
OR UNIT” with decorations between the words, and these 
early dollars were the foundation of our monetary system. 
When examining the present coin it is hard to imagine how 
important these statements were at the time, and how great 
America would become in the future generations.

In 1793 the large cent denomination was changed two 
times alone — this in the first year of general coinage for 
circulation. The Chain cents were issued first, and were soon 
halted after a few months of production and the Wreath 
cents were launched, only to see these halted and changed 
to the Liberty Cap style all in 1793. For silver dollars a single 
big change was forthcoming in late 1795, where the Flowing 
Hair design was changed to this type, the Draped Bust, 
Small Eagle design was adopted. Only two pairs of dies were 
apparently created, the first is believed to be this variety, 
with Liberty’s head placed out of center on the obverse, 
being too far to the left and a bit high. Hence these became 
known as the Off-Center Bust variety, while the second 
obverse die has Liberty’s head well centered. Curiously no 
other Draped Bust coin denominations were launched in 
1795 save for these silver dollars. However, it is noteworthy 
that a 1795 Draped Bust half dime die was engraved, but not 
used until the following year when it was overdated with a 
6 to reflect the year of issue 1796/5. These new Draped Bust 
silver dollars were an immediate success, and soon all silver 
coins followed this design lead, and copper coins as well 
once master hubs were created for each series. This is one 
of the coins that started a whole new trend in our coinage 
design that lasted for several years.

Especially so when a nice Extremely 
Fine coin is desired, as most of the known coins show more 
wear than found on this example. The date punches used for 
this die are smaller than those seen on dies engraved later, 
and are delicate and attractive in form. Similarly the eagle 
stands on a group of clouds, surrounded by an open wreath 
of laurel and palm branches. The denomination is noted 
on the edge of the coin with small decorations between 
the words and this feature was imparted by the Castaing 
machine on the otherwise blank planchets. An enticing 
example that will attract the attention of any seasoned 
numismatist.

When foreign silver coins and ingots were consigned to 
the Philadelphia Mint to become American coins in 1798 
the silver was melted into workable sizes then drawn out to 
the appropriate thickness for striking in a complex process. 
Sometimes defects in the silver appear and these carried 
forward to the silver coins struck — when the defects were 
minor the coins were often included in those coins returned 
to the consignor. This particular variety is scarce and has 
always been popular as the lower reverse shows an unusual 
die edge chip through the dentils below the eagle’s tail 
feathers.

A., they are 
listed in world coin catalogs under Saudi Arabia (where they 
had been shipped as payment for petroleum). Publishers of 
popular US. coin guides have been remiss by not including 
these gold pieces along with trade dollars, 1873-1885 in a 
category of their own “US. Trade Coinage”.

Two styles of 8 were used for the date punch, one is 
known as the block 8, with a less than artistic rendering of 
that digit, especially when compared to the Script 8 style of 
this present coin, with its carefully crafted loops and well 
balanced appearance.

This is the final year of the Classic Head 
style as the new Liberty style made its debut in 1840 for this 
denomination. As the entire idea of branch mints in the 
United States was still a fairly new concept, and only in their 
second year of production, where the mintmarks should be 
placed was initially settled on just above the dates on the 
obverse. After these New Orleans coins were struck, the 
mintmarks for branch mint coins were generally moved to 
the reverse dies on our coinage at least for the remainder of 
the 19th Century. Hence, these short lived obverse mintmark 
style coins have always been popular with collectors.

From that beginning there are probably no more than 150 
distinct examples around today in all grades according to 
Compacts y and this pleasing EF-45 coin will certainly charm 
any specialist for its quality and eye appeal. 

When the Liberty quarter eagle design was launched in 
1840, it continued virtually unchanged (other than minor 
master hub modifications) until 1907. Comparing this 
1840-C with a similarly graded 1907 quarter eagle will find 
little difference. Due to the small size of the quarter eagle 
denomination, even the Motto IN GOD WE TRUST was 
not added to these in 1866 as seen on most other larger 
denominations. 



5323 1843-C Large Date. AU-55 (NGC). A pleasing yellow- 
gold patina graces the wholesome surfaces on both sides 
of this Charlotte Mint quarter eagle. The devices are left 
bold and nicely intricate, with considerable frosty luster 
looming within the protected areas. The quick diagnostics 
for the Large Date include a plain 4 with no crossbar on 
the horizontal stroke and the top right of the 3 just touches 
Liberty’s truncation. Rare at this grade level and downright 
difficult to obtain appreciably finer, especially in Mint 
State grades. Most of the digits in the date show minor 
repunching, the 1, 4 and 3 are doubled to the north, while 
the 8 is doubled south, and these features are diagnostic to 
the Large Date obverse die. Rarely seen this well preserved 
and worthy of any specialized Charlotte Mint or Liberty 
quarter eagle collection at this lofty grade level.

This is one of the 
finer examples available to collectors and a coin that would 
grace any advanced collection.

Most other marks are quite minor and the coin overall 
has a pleasant appearance. An interesting repunched date 
variety that is quite prominent upon close inspection. While 
many such varieties are the result of poor initial positioning, 
or a bounce of the punch while putting the date into the die, 
this one seems to be a correction from an incorrect punch 
that was likely for a different denomination. It is clear that 
the 5 of the first punch was smaller than that finally used, 
and the same seems true of the digit 1, though it is less 
obvious on the other digits.

The reverse shows the same champagne coloration, but is frosty rather than 
reflective because of the texture of the reverse die. The sharpness is superb for the issue, as if the prooflike obverse was not attraction 
enough, and no significant flaws are seen. The centering is ideal on the broad planchet, missing just the tops of IN at the base of the 
obverse and showing two natural knobs at 3 o’clock and 9 o’clock, as the planchet was originally cut. The die state is advanced, later 
than any of Lord’s Noe- 16s, with a heavy break at the base of the obverse and crumbling seen on several letters, as well as at the base 
of the reverse.

A magnificent type coin, this piece originally entered the numismatic marketplace after being consigned to our (Stack’s)

As is often the case with private issues, the shortage of circulating specie and underweight Spanish-American “bits” 
prompted Chalmers to issue this silver coinage. The dies for the issue were by Thomas Sparrow, a friend of Chalmers and a fellow 
silversmith. Typically found in well-worn grades of VG to VF, with EF or finer specimens elusive. The proliferation of lower grade 
pieces suggests that this shilling type saw much use in Maryland in its time. Specialists always beat a path to EF or finer Chalmers 
shillings, and the present piece should prove no exception to that rule.

Unlisted (K. 01-A-L49). Lima Mintmark. Illegible 
Assayer. Copper. Choice Very Fine, or better. 89.4 grains. 
0.9 mm thick. A very crude and very charming new entry 
into the listings of circulating counterfeit 2 reales. The 
design imitates a coin of Carlos III, with a right-facing 
portrait and CARO visible between 7 o’clock and 8 o’clock 
and II behind the portrait’s head. The portrait is internally 
absent of engraved detail. All design elements are crudely 
hand-engraved into the die, including abundant if disorderly 
denticles, letterforms that vaguely parallel the legends of a 
genuine coin, and a 1701 date that never existed on this type. 
Kleeberg lists nothing “dated” this early, but counterfeiters 



have made mistakes worse on other denominations (such as 
an 8 reales of Carlos III dated 1179). On the reverse, there 
is little central detail aside from a crowned pillar and its 
ribbon, but the peripheral legends are fairly faithful to those 
of a genuine specimen, including a credible ME mintmark 
in imitation of Lima. The surfaces are rich and choice glossy 
chocolate brown, showing just a few light scattered handling 
marks. The obverse shows evidence of double striking, 
while the reverse does not, consistent with a strike using a 
drophammer system. Collectors of this series value crudity 
and rarity, and this piece ranks high in both categories. Your 
cataloger (JK), an aficionado of this series, has never seen or 
heard of another.

This coin was previously 
offered as lot 2023 in our (Stacks) November 2006 sale of 
the Norweb Collection, where it was cataloged as: “ 

“One of the great rarities of the Norweb Collection... 
In any condition, this would be a memorable and 
important offering, but as luck would have it this piece 
is remarkably choice, too. Rich glossy dark chocolate 
brown with smooth and lively surfaces, with suggestive 
traces of luster. The sharpness is excellent on both sides. 
A tiny rim bruise below EB of FEB is an identifying 
feature, minor patch of roughness near the truncation 
of the bust and a tiny rim bruise in the vicinity, very 
attractive overall. If this was simply a Washington Born 
Virginia copper, a popular variety that is scarce but not 
rare, it would be a highly desirable specimen that would 
see strong competition. 

“Fuld commented in his 1995 COAC work that this 
variety was very rare, only three reported! Those three 
are this piece, earlier listed on the Newcomer inventory 
as 2772, the Mickley-Cohen-Holland- Appleton piece 
impounded in the MHS, and the Brand-B.G. Johnson- 
frivate collection piece that we presume is now 
impounded in a major St. Louis collection bound for 
a museum. Fuld describes the latter specimen as ‘some 
wear, overall green patina. Fine! while he grades the 
MHS specimen as VG. This information, if complete, 
leaves this specimen as not only the finest known by 
a considerable margin, but the only one in private 
hands. None were in Steinberg, LaRiviere, Collins, 


Roper, Garrett, or Ford. In another era, this variety 
was not represented in Bushnell, Crosby, Jackman, 
McCoy, Colburn, or Parsons. The Crosby plate piece 
appears to be a made-up muling rather than images 
of the obverse and reverse of the same coin; the only 
example known of this variety when Crosby wrote was 
in the collection of Col. Mendes Cohen. The Guide 
Book has also used a composite; this variety is unpriced 
therein and listed as ‘3 known! 

“Historically, this muling connects the Hancock patterns 
to the Washington Born Virginia coppers, all products 
of the Hancock-Westwood partnership along with 
Westwoods later Washington medals, the Large Eagle 
and Small Eagle cents, and the Roman Head cents. The 
intent of the muling is not known; this combination of 
dies does not meet the requirements of the 1791 version 
of the Mint Act and thus cannot really be considered 
a pattern. In that way, it is very similar to Baker-59, 
essentially its numismatic converse. It is, however, an 
extraordinary rarity that joins the only important 
Washington pattern issue of English manufacture to 
one of the most popular of the coin-sized Washington 
medals. The importance of this offering... should be self- 
evident to all those who love early American issues.”

By the late 1850s, numismatics in the United States had advanced to the point where contemporary collectors avidly sought 
examples of many types of Colonial and early Federal-era coins for inclusion in their cabinets. According to numismatic lore, in 
1858 C. Wyllys Betts discovered three sets of 1787-dated Fugio copper dies on the site of the Broome & Platt store in New Haven, 
Connecticut. Betts’s “discovery” was supposedly made while rendering services to coin dealer Horatio N. Rust who, circa 1860, 
had Fugio coppers struck in copper alloy, silver and gold from these dies. These coins have come to be known as the New Haven 
Restrikes. Unfortunately, modern numismatic scholarship has proved that very little of the foregoing account is actually true. 
What is definitely true is that the increased popularity of coin collecting in the United States of the 1850s made it profitable to 
produce and sell reproductions of the historically significant Fugio coppers. The firm primarily responsible, however, appears to be 
the Scovill Manufacturing Company of Waterbury, Connecticut, which evidently created dies used to strike these coins. Horatio 
Rust still seems to have been involved, but only as a distributor of these pieces or, perhaps, the person who commissioned Scovill 
Manufacturing Company to create the dies and/or coins. Neither from New Haven nor restrikes, the New Haven Restrikes differ 
in detail from original Fugio coppers, particularly on the reverse where the rings are narrow instead of wide. Most examples of this 
type are struck in copper, bronze or brass, although rarer silver and gold impressions are also known. The present lot features one of 
the rare silver impressions of the Newman 104-FF “New Haven Restrike” variety, one of perhaps just 50 pieces originally produced 
in this precious metal (per Horatio Rust, as noted in Q. David Bowers’ 2009 work Whitman Encyclopedia of Colonial and Early 
American Coins).

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Terms & Conditions 


1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale (“Auction Sale”) conducted by bonded 
auctioneers, Stacks Bowers Galleries or Stacks Bowers and Ponterio (hereinafter re- 
ferred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as “Stacks Bowers”). Bidding in this Auction 
Sale constitutes acceptance by you (“Bidder”) of all the Terms of Sale stated herein. 
Bidders may include consignors who may bid and purchase lots in the Auction Sale 
consigned by the consignor or by other consignors pursuant to their consignment 
agreement with Stacks Bowers (“Consignor” or “Consignors”). A Consignor that bids 
on their own lots in the Auction Sale may pay a different fee than the Buyers Pre- 
mium charged to all other Buyers. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to include in any 
auction sale its own material as well as material from affiliated or related companies, 
principals, officers or employees. Stacks Bowers may have direct or indirect interests 
in any of the lots in the auction and may collect commissions. THE TWO PRECEED- 
ING SENTENCES SHALL BE DEEMED A PART OP THE DESCRIPTION OP ALL 
LOTS CONTAINED IN THE CATALOG. Where the Consignor has repurchased a lot 
and the lot is either returned to the Consignor or otherwise dealt with or disposed 
of in accordance with the Consignors direction, or pursuant to contractual agree- 
ment, Stacks Bowers reserves the right to so note in the prices realized or to omit a 
price from the prices realized.

2. Descriptions and Grading. Bidder acknowledges that grading of most coins and 
currency in this Auction has been determined by independent grading services, and 
those that are not may be graded by Stacks Bowers. Grading of rare coins and cur- 
rency is subjective and, even though grading has a material effect on the value of the 
coins and currency, grading may differ among independent grading services and 
among numismatists. Stacks Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned by 
independent grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding 
such grades. Bidder further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Stacks 
Bowers and lot descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and 
currency and are intended to identify coins and currency and note any perceived 
characteristics. However, coin grading and descriptions are subjective. Stacks Bowers 
does not warrant the accuracy of such grading or descriptions, nor do they in any way 
form the basis for any bid. All photographs in this catalog are of the actual items being 
sold but may not be the actual size or to scale. 

3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept the 
bidding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her agent; 
a Bidder by mail, telephone, Internet or telefax; or any other participant in the Auc- 
tion Sale. Bids must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale. All 
bids (excluding Internet bids) must be in increment as established by the Auctioneer, 
or half increment (a cut bid).

Any person submitting bids on behalf of a corporation or other entity, 
by making such bid, agrees to be personally jointly and severally liable for the pay- 
ment of the purchase price and any related charges and the performance of all Buyer 
obligations under these Terms of Sale and Stacks Bowers reserves the right to require 
a written guarantee of such payments and obligations. Bidders who have not estab- 
lished credit with Stacks Bowers must furnish satisfactory information and credit 
references and/or deposit at least twenty- five percent (25%) of their total bids for that 
Auction Sale session(s) or such other amount as Stacks Bowers may, in its sole and 
absolute discretion require before any bids from such Bidder will be accepted.

Buyers will be charged all applicable sales tax, including Buyers who 
pick up at this Auction or shipments to Buyers in California and New York without a 
valid Resale Certificate which has been provided to the Auctioneer prior to the auc- 
tion. Please note that the purchase of any coin or bullion lot(s) with a price, including 
the Buyers Premium, in excess of: (i) One Thousand Dollars ($1,000), for auctions 
held in Maryland, are exempt from Maryland sales tax, and (ii) One Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars ($1,500) are exempt from California sales tax. These exemptions 
do not apply purchases of currency. Purchases of coins and currency are exempt 
from sales tax in Illinois. Purchases of coins and bullion are exempt from sales tax in 
Pennsylvania, but currency purchased at auctions held in Pennsylvania are subject to 
Pennsylvania sales tax.

Buyer nonetheless remains fully liable for and agrees to promptly pay such taxes on 
demand, together with any interest or penalty that may be assessed by the taxing 
authority. 

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms 
of Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment 
in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in 
addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale 
of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments 
made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may 
be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by 
Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public 
or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the 
indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers com- 
mission that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at 
the option of Stacks Bowers. If Stacks Bowers resells the lots. Buyer agrees to pay for 
the reasonable cost of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, includ- 
ing reasonable attorneys fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges. 
Notice of the sale shall be by U.S.P.S. Certified Mail, Return Receipt Requested to the 
address utilized on the Bid Sheet, Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or 
other last known address by Stacks Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the 
satisfaction of any damages occasioned by Buyers breach, then to any other indebt- 
edness owed to Stacks Bowers, including without limitation, commissions, handling 
charges, carrying charges, the expenses of both sales, sellers fees, reasonable attor- 
neys’ fees, costs, collection agency fees and costs and any other costs or expenses 
incurred. Buyer shall also be liable to Stack’s Bowers for any deficiency if the proceeds 
of such sale or sales are insufficient to cover such amounts. 

Buyer grants to Stack’s Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, the right to offset any sums 
due, or found to be due to Stack’s Bowers, and to make such offset from any past, 
current, or future consignment, or purchases that are in the possession or control 
of Stack’s Bowers; or from any sums due to Buyer by Stack’s Bowers, its affiliates and 
assignees. In addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to Stack’s 
Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased lots and 
their proceeds, and (y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the possession 
of Stack’s Bowers, its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness due to Stack’s 
Bowers and its affiliated companies, plus all accrued expenses, carrying charges, sell- 
er’s fees, attorney fees, and costs, until the indebtedness is paid in full. Buyer grants 
Stack’s Bowers the right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such items, and to 


assign such interest to any affiliated or related company or any third party deemed 
appropriate by Stack’s Bowers. If the auction invoice is not paid for in full by the De- 
fault Date, a carrying charge of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month may 
be imposed on the unpaid amount until it is paid in full. In the event this interest rate 
exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to the maximum rate 
permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof shall be allocated to princi- 
pal. Buyer agrees to pay all reasonable attorney’s fees, court costs and other collection 
costs incurred by Stack’s Bowers or any affiliated or related company to collect past 
due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any action or proceed- 
ing arising out of or related to the Auction Sale. Stack’s Bowers reserves the right to 
assign its interest to any third party. To the extent that the Buyer for any lot consists 
of more than one person or entity, each such person or entity is jointly and severally 
liable for all obligations of the Buyer, regardless of the title or capacity of such person 
or entity.

Stack’s Bowers may elect not to assume responsibility for shipping or packing, or may 
charge additional shipping and handling. Lots indicated as being “framed” or that 
are specifically identified in the catalog are shipped at Buyer’s risk. All taxes, post- 
age, shipping, if applicable, handling, insurance costs, the Buyer’s Premium, and any 
other fees required by law to be charged or collected will be added to the invoice for 
any lots invoiced to Buyer.

f. Questions regarding the minting of a coin as a “proof” or as a “business strike” 
relate to the method of manufacture and not to authenticity. 

g. All oral and written statements made by Stacks Bowers and its employees or agents 
(including affiliated and related companies) are statements of opinion only, and are 
not warranties or representations of any kind, unless stated as a specific written war- 
ranty, and no employee or agent of Stacks Bowers has authority to vary or alter these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction Sale. Stacks Bowers reserves the right to vary or 
alter the Terms of Sale, either generally or with respect to specific persons or circum- 
stances, in its sole discretion. Any variation or alteration shall be effective only if in 
writing and signed by an officer of Stacks Bowers authorized to do so. 

h. Stacks Bowers is acting as an auctioneer. Title to the lots purchased passes directly 
from the Consignor to the Buyer.

j. Bidder acknowledges and agrees that neither Stacks Bowers, nor its employees, 
affiliates, agents, third-party providers or consignors warrant that auctions will be 
unimpaired, uninterrupted or error free and accordingly shall not be liable for such 
events. 

11. Waiver and Release. Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and as- 
signees, generally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges Stacks
